The Applicant advances the argument that the Dolan '810 reference fails to teach the features of claim 9 of a key specific number 
and a coded key calculated by means of a secret key. The Examiner maintains the position that the system of Dolan does teach these 
features at the cited passages, and again at col. 4 lines 15-19. 

The Applicant maintains that the structure and operation of Dolan is non-analogous to the instant invention. Yet Dolan teaches a 
smart card carrying out the functions of generation and storage of a key based on a secret key in the same manner as the instant 
invention, again shown particularly at col. 4 lines 15-19 and a the passages cited in the previous Office Action. 

The Applicant argues that Dolan does not teach recovery of a secret key within the smart card, yet such is indeed taught at col. 4 
line 8-14. 

The Applicant argues that there is no motve to combine the teachings of Dolan and Harve, yet such is found for example at col. 2 
lines 10-20 where the advantage of allowing smart card authentication without revealing a secret key to a server is discussed. 
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
